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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As applicant argues 
in the remarks accompanying the amendment filed on June 10, 2005, the prior art does not 
suggest configuring the objective lens in the Miiller et al. apparatus so that the focusing magnetic 
field formed by the lens is stronger at the position of the sample than at the position of the 
transmitted signal conversion member. Also, applicant's argument that the slit 29 in the Miiller et 
al. apparatus does not constitute applicant's claimed "aperture for obstructing part of the 
transmitted signal particles" because it does not obstruct any particles from reaching the energy 
analyzer 28 is convincing.
